Th e insulin 
resistant patient h as developed 
diabetes after th e age of 30 y ears; 
h e is likely to be overweigh t and 
to h ave some h igh blood pressure. 
But th ese different forms of re­ 
action do not im pair th e useful­ 
ness of th e drug and it is quite 
easy with a little experimentation 
to decide in wh at class each indi­ 
vidual belongs. 


Protamine 2 Hnc Insulin 


Most ph ysicians wh o h ave used 
both ordinary insulin and prota­ 
mine zinc insulin believe th eir pa­ 
tients get along better with pro­ 
tamine zinc insulin. 
Th ey are 
better controlled and insulin re­ 
actions are less frequent. Th eae 
insulin reactions consist in a re­ 
action of th e body wh en th e 
amount of blood sugar h as been 
reduced beyond a certain level. 
Th e patient h as trembling of all 
th e muscles and rapid pulse, often 
profuse perspiration and 
a feel­ 
ing of weakness. 
Th e reactions, h owever, are very 
easily controlled by giving th e pa­ 
tient a piece of candy, or sugar, 
or some orange juice, or in fact, 
any kind of starch , such as ■ 
cracker or a piece of bread, th at 
h appens to be h andy. Th ese reac­ 
tions occur both %vith ordinary 
insulin and protamine zinc insulin 
wh en, for some reason or oth er, 
th e insulin accumulates and th e 
dosage is too large. 
QESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. T .;—“If you meas ire energy 
by calories, h ow much energy or 
calories are used up in walking a 
mile by a h ousewife?

• In 1922 one of the most dra­ 
matic discoveries that was ever 
made in medicine was announced, 
when a group of workers at the 
University of Toronto stated that 
they had been able to isolate from 
the pancreas a substance which 
they called “insulin,” which burned 
sugar out of the blood both in

normal people and in diabetics. 
This substance is undoubtedly the 
chemical which is absent from the 
pancreatic secretion of diabetics, 
and which causes their inability to 
utilize starch as much as normal 
people. 
The discovery changed the en­ 
tire method of treating diabetes. 
Before that time, severe cases had 
to be kept upon an extremely strict 
diet, which kept them continuous­ 
ly uncomfortable, hungry', thin 
and on the verge of coma. With 
the hypodermic injection of insulin 
it was possible to bum the excess 
sugar which appeared in the blood 
•f the diabetic with mathematical 
accuracy so that the diet could be 
increased and the diabetic patient 
put on weight and otherwise be­ 
came far more comfortable. 
The only objections to insulin 
were that it had to be given hypo­ 
dermically instead of by mouth 
and that its effect wore off in quite 
a short time. The first objection 
has never been overcome. 
It is 
still necessary for the diabetic to 
take insulin hypodermically but 
by the use of a chemical formula 
for diabetes known as protamine 
tine insulin, it is possible very 
largely to do away with the neces­ 
sity of repeated injections. The 
average diabetic nowadays takes 
one injection of protamine tine 
insulin, usually in the morning, 
and this is delivered to the tissues 
gradually and operates all through 
the day. 
Use of Insulin 


Those who treat a large num­ 
ber of diabetics have become very 
expert in the use of this prota­ 
mine tine insulin and have made 
a number of observations on its 
use which have been very helpful. 
Diabetic patients differ individ­ 
ually just as other people do and 
it is not possible to predict exactly 
how much insulin any one person 
needs or will be able to take. 
Therefore, some adjustment has 
to be made and slight experimen­ 
tation carried on before an equable 
dosage is arrived at. 
In general, according to one 


specialist on the subject, patients 
are either (I) insulin sensitive or 
(2) insulin resistant. The insulin

Protamine Zinc Insulin 


Most physicians who have used 
both ordinary insulin and prota­ 
mine zinc insulin believe their pa­ 
tients get along better with pro­ 
tamine zinc insulin. 
They are 
better controlled and Insulin re­ 
actions are less frequent. These 
insulin reactions consist in a re­ 
action of the body when 
the 
amount of blood sugar has been 
reduced beyond a certain level. 
The patient has trembling of all 
the muscles and rapid pulse, often 
profuse perspiration and a feel­ 
ing of weakness. 
The reactions, however, are very 
easily controlled by giving the pa­ 
tient a piece of candy, or sugar, 
or some orange juice, or in fact, 
any kind of starch, such as a 
cracker or a piece of bread, that 
happens to be handy. These reac­ 
tions occur both with ordinary 
insulin and protamine zinc insulin 
when, for some reason or other, 
the insulin accumulates and the 
dosage is too large.
